NOTIFICATIONS 
New Delhi , the 1st February 1967 

S.O. 422.—-Whereas the Election Commission is satisfied that, on account of 
unavoidable circumstances, the election of members to the House of the People 
from Mahasu and Chamba parliamentary constituencies in the Union Territory of 
Himachal Pradesh cannot be completed before the date specified in this behalf in 
the notification issued by it under Section 30 of the Representation of the People 
Act. 1951; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 153 of the said 
Act, the Election Coin nission hereby make3 the following amendments in its 
■notification No. 464/HP/HF/67 dated the 13th January, 1967; namely:— 

To the said notification the following proviso shall be added, namely.— 

“Provided that with respect to the election by the Mahasu and Chamba 
parliamentary constituencies— 

(a) the 24th and 27th April, 1967, shall be the dates on which a poll shall 

be taken tn the area comprised within Klnnaur, Rohru, Chopal 
assembly constituencies forming part of Mahasu parliamentary 
constituency and the areas comprised within Bharmour and Lahaul- 
Spitl assembly constituencies forming part of Chamba parliamentary 
constituency; and 

(b) the 3rd May, 1967, shall be the date before which the election shall be 

completed.”

S.O. 423.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 49 of the 
Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961, the Election Commission hereby directs that in 
the elections to the House of the People from Mahasu and Chamba parliamentary 
constituencies in the Union Territory of Himachal Pradesh to be held in pursuance 
otf the President’s notification published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary 
Part II, section 3 (ii) dated the 13th January, 1967, the method of voting by ballot 
shall be followed at all the polling stations set up within the Kinnaur, Bharmour 
and Lahaul-Spiti assembly constituencies comprised in the said parliamentary 
constituencies.
